The alleged judicial outrages that 


were perpetrated against some of the 
members of the United Mine Work- 
ers, as an outcome of the 
labor 


troubles that have afflicted Colorado 
for several months was protested 
against m, a big meeting .held in the 
Avenue theatre in DuBois yesterday. 


The greatest interest was manifest 


throughout the entire affair. Large 
delegations from the near by town 
were present and took place in the 
parade which preceded the meeting. 
Music was furnished by the bands 
from Eriton and Helvetia and the Du- 
Bois Boy's Brigade band and the Holy 
Name band. Tehre were close to 
2000 men m the parade. 


The parade stopped at the theatre 


where the bands took turns in fur- 
nishing music until the meeting open- 
ed. The theatre was packed to the 
roof before the meeting opened and 
the enthusiasm displayed surpassed 
any other display of its kind ever 
shown before. 


James Purcell, president of the Dis- 


trict United Mine Workers gave a 
brief review of the case of John R. 
Lawson, who was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in Colorado having been 
found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. 
He gave a brief review of 


the circumstances connected with the 
ease in which he said that the charge 
Against Lawson was that ne was res- 
ponsible for the death of a guard by 
the name of Nimo. It was proven 
at the trial that Lawson was miles 
away from Nimo when he was killed 
Mr. Purcell continued and that he was 
convicted just the same and sentenced 
to life imprisonment because He was 
a member of the U. M. W of A. 


The principal speaker of the •meet- 


ing was William Green, of Ohio, wj»o 
is a prominent member of the United 
Mine Workers and his address was a 
schorching denunciation of the meth- 
ods followed in Colorado Mr. Green 
has but recently returned from Colo- 
rado.

ers of apple 
orchards as 
efficient 


methods of dealing with the round- 
headed apple-tree borer in a new 
farmers' bulletin, No. 675, of the U. 
S. department 
of agriculture. 
A 


heavy application of some paint that 
will not injure the trees but will re- 
main in an unbroken coat on the' 
bark for two or three months, is ef- 
fective in preventing the, female from 
laying her aggs in the tree, and 
greatly reduces the amount of worm- 
ing, or the removal of the insects with 
a knife and wire, that must be done. 


The roundheaded apple-tree borer, 


the most destructive of a number of 
similar pests, lays its eggs in or un- 
der the bark of apple trees. After 
.hatching the larvae feed upon the in- 
ner bark and wood to such an extent 
that the tree is seriously weakened or 
killed. The pest is fottnd over the 
whole of the eastern portion of the 
dated States and as far wett as Ne- 
braska, Kansas and New Mexico. In 
addition to fruit trees, it feeds on ser-

vfcfaity of a orchard es be kept free 
from them,' there la Bttle danger of 
a serious infestation. 


The most common method of rid- 


ding an orchard of these pests is cut 
away the bark sufficiently to trace the 
burrow^ made by the borer. A hook- 
ed wire is then inserted into the bur- 
roV and the isect pulled out. 
Ig 


made with care, the wound in the 
tree caused by this process will heat 
readily. The castings at the base of 
the tree serve as an indication of the 
presence of the borers. Where the 
burrows are curved or obstructed in 
some way so that the wire can not be 
inserted, cotton batting Cf,*ppe<! In car- 
bon bisulphid should be inserted and 
the hole then plugged with moist 
earth. The gas from the carbon bi- 
sulphid will penetrate a« pans of the 
burrow and il Ithe borer. 


In addition to worming, as this pro- 


cess is called, paint is often used to 
prevent the beetles laying their eggs,

The alleged judicial outrages that 


were perpetrated against some of the 
members of the United Mine Work- 
ers, as an outcome of the 
labor 


troubles that have afflicted Colorado 
for several months was protested 
against m, a big meeting .held in the 
Avenue theatre in DuBois yesterday. 


The greatest interest was manifest 


throughout the entire affair. Large 
delegations from the near by town 
were present and took place in the 
parade which preceded the meeting. 
Music was furnished by the bands 
from Eriton and Helvetia and the Du- 
Bois Boy's Brigade band and the Holy 
Name band. Tehre were close to 
2000 men m the parade. 


The parade stopped at the theatre 


where the bands took turns in fur- 
nishing music until the meeting open- 
ed. The theatre was packed to the 
roof before the meeting opened and 
the enthusiasm displayed surpassed 
any other display of its kind ever 
shown before. 


James Purcell, president of the Dis- 


trict United Mine Workers gave a 
brief review of the case of John R. 
Lawson, who was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in Colorado having been 
found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. 
He gave a brief review of 


the circumstances connected with the 
ease in which he said that the charge 
Against Lawson was that ne was res- 
ponsible for the death of a guard by 
the name of Nimo. It was proven 
at the trial that Lawson was miles 
away from Nimo when he was killed 
Mr. Purcell continued and that he was 
convicted just the same and sentenced 
to life imprisonment because He was 
a member of the U. M. W of A. 


The principal speaker of the •meet- 


ing was William Green, of Ohio, wj»o 
is a prominent member of the United 
Mine Workers and his address was a 
schorching denunciation of the meth- 
ods followed in Colorado Mr. Green 
has but recently returned from Colo- 
rado. That the people as a rule pos- 
sess a keen sence of justice and na- 
turally rebel at injustice is Mr. 
Greeri's opinion. 


That that judiciary is above criti- 


cism the speaker said was the pre- 
vailing opinion of the people but in 
this instance he stated that they 
thought that it was not prosecution 
but persecution on the part of the 
state It was declared that the trial

heavy application of some paint that 
will not injure the trees but will re- 
main in an unbroken coat on the' 
bark for two or three months, is ef- 
fective in preventing the, female from 
laying her aggs in the tree, and 
greatly reduces the amount of worm- 
ing, or the removal of the insects with 
a knife and wire, that must be done. 


The roundheaded apple-tree borer, 


the most destructive of a number of 
similar pests, lays its eggs in or un- 
der the bark of apple trees. After 
.hatching the larvae feed upon the in- 
ner bark and wood to such an extent 
that the tree is seriously weakened or 
killed. The pest is fottnd over the 
whole of the eastern portion of the 
dated States and as far wett as Ne- 
braska, Kansas and New Mexico.

In car- 
bon bisulphid should be inserted and 
the hole then plugged with moist 
earth. The gas from the carbon bi- 
sulphid will penetrate a« pans of the 
burrow and il Ithe borer.
